before

America. In 1453, thirty-nine years 
before Columbus made his 
first 
voyage 
across the Atlantic, the 
Turks, who had long held the east­ 
ern shores of tile Dardanelles and 
Bosporus, obtained control of their 
western frontage by the capture of 
Constantinople and adjacent areas 
and thus asserted the right to con­ 
trol the navigation of that w ater­ 
way in view of the fact that its en­ 
tire length from the Black Sea to 
the 
Mediterranean 
fell 
within 
Turkish territory. 
W hen a few 
years later they extended their ter­ 
ritorial control in Europe to in­ 
clude the entire area fronting upon 
the Black Sea, the Turks calmly 
informed all commercial and diplo­ 
matic inquirers that the Black Sea 
was a “chaste and pure virgin’’ in­ 
accessible to commercial, military

fronting upon this vast body of 
water, the Black Sea, which of it­ 
self is double the size of all of the

the 469 years since Turkey asserted 
lier claim of the right to control 
the navigation of the Straits of the 
Bosporus 
and 
Dardanelles, 
of 
which both frontages still lie en­ 
tirely within her territory, there 
has been a growing desire that the 
products 
and 
commerce 
of the 
Black Sea arca of 1,000,000 square 
miles, now including tile homes of 
100,000,000 people and an annual 
commerce of over $1,000,000,000, 
should not be controlled by any 
one nation. 
The passageways be­ 
tween the other great inland seas 
of the world and the oceans over 
which commerce may pass freely 
have one by one been held as in­ 
violable by the control of any one 
nation. 
T he right of vessels of 
commerce or military service to 
enter the Baltic has not been ques­ 
tioned for many years; the en­ 
trance 
to 
the 
Mediterranean 
is 
open to the commerce and military 
vessels of all nations: the Suez 
Canal through which the M editer­ 
ranean is connected with the In­ 
dian Ocean is, bv the Suez Canal 
Convention of 18&8, “to be open in 
time of war as in time of peace to 
merchantm en or war vessels of all 
nations,” and this same rule ap ­ 
plies with slight modification to 
the Panam a Canal. 
The Straits of 
Magellan, which connect the w a­ 
ters of the Atlantic and Pacific, at 
the southern end of South America 
although passing through the ter­ 
ritory of Argentina and Chile were 
by the treaty of Buenos Aires in 
1881 “neutralized forever and free 
navigation granted to the flags of 
all nations,” while freedom of pas­ 
sage in the Strait of Malacca, con­ 
necting the China Sea with the In ­ 
dian Ocean, does not seem to have 
been called in question. 
Even cer­ 
tain great navigable rivers which 
serve as carriers of commerce for 
several 
nations 
whose 
territory 
they touch have been subjected to 
international control as to free­ 
dom of 
navigation 
through 
the 
services of com missions appointed 
by the respective states through 
which they flow or which they 
touch. 
A m ong the rivers on which 


miles, and its width ranges from 
one-half mile to 1% miles in the 
Bosporus and from I to 5 miles 
in the Dardanelles, while the width 
in the Sea of M arm ora is about 
45 miles.

Protests Against Turkish 
Control 


The continuous control by T u r ­ 
key cif' this passage between the 
Mediterranean and the Black Sea 
has not been acceded to without 
protests of European and other 
countries. 
Russia, 
for 
example, 
after obtaining a large frontage on 
the northern shore of the Black 
Sea became especially anxious that 
the sea and the straits which con­ 
nected it with the M editerranean 
should be throw n open to her com ­ 
mercial as well as military vessels 
or at least that she have special 
privileges for the m ovem ent of 
her great supplies of foodstuffs, 
mineral oils, and forest products to 
the waters of the Mediterranean by 
which they could be moved to the 
m arkets of southeastern Europe. 
H er wheat, meats, mineral oil, lum ­ 
ber. flax and other natural products 
were wanted by all of Europe and 
she 
wanted 
European 
m anufac­ 
tures in exchange. But as her te r­ 
ritorial and commercial extension 
was creating commercial and polit­ 
ical jealousies among certain of 
the European countries it was easy 
for them to form secret treaties 
with Turkey which would encour­ 
age her in insisting upon her claim 
to the control of the Black Sea 
and its exit, especially as the T urks 
were adepts in the art of diplo­ 
m acy in maintaining their claim. 


Trade Privilege Treaties 


It should not be assumed, how ­ 
ever, from all this that all of the 
com merce of the Black Sea or of 
that passing through the Straits 
was actually carried by the Turks, 
a 
non-commercial 
people. 
T he

ments of the countries fronting 
upon that body of water had grown 
so large that it demanded facilities 
of transportation and finance which 
the T urks could not themselves 
supply.

least establish rules under which 
the vessels of other nations might 
utilize its waters, and also those of 
the Black Sea, of which they were 
the only outlet and which subse­ 
quently becam e a “Turkish lake” 
through the occupancy of its en- 


ural products of the Black Sea 
area. 
As a result of this growing 
demand foe access to the products 
of this great fertile arca, the T u rk ­ 
ish Government during the last 
century granted through special 
treaties with the various countries 
the privilege of maintaining com ­ 
mercial fleets, consuls and other 
paraphernalia of trade, finance and 
banking 
in the 
Black Sea 
and 
Straits, and these privileges were 
later extended to commercial coun­ 
tries having no frontage on that 
sea but interested in the trade of 
that area. 
Approximately one-half 
of the quantity of merchandise ex­ 
ported from Russia in 1913 passed 
through the Black Sea and this 
was especially true of foodstuffs 
and mineral oils, and the very pow­ 
er possessed by Turkey to con­ 
trol this trade, especially in case 
of European or world wars, o f­ 
fered enormous possibilities in the 
formation of secret or open diplo­ 
matic relations with the country 
possessing such power, and added 
to the uneasiness of other E u ro ­ 
pean powers as to the effect of 
these secret treaties upon inter­ 
national 
relations. 
The possible 
importance of the control of large 
quantities of foodstuffs and raw 
materials in case of wrar by the ac­ 
tion or attitude of a single power 
intensified the desire of not only 
European but certain n o n -E u ro ­ 
pean countries for a term ination of 
the conditions under which access 
to this important area was retained 
in the hands of one—and especially 
a non-commercial, power, for al- 
thpugh more than one-half of the 
Black Sea merchandise was car­ 
ried under foreign flags it was still 
within the ’power of a single coun­ 
try, Turkey, to terminate the privi­ 
leges under which such service by 
the shipping of the various nations 
was being performed. The area to 
which access might at any m om ent 


ference included on the one hand 
Great Britain, France, Italy, Spain 
and certain other of the members 
of the League of Nations, and on 
the other hand, the Imperial O tto­ 
man Government (the Government 
of the Sultan) represented by cer­ 
tain officials 
appointed for 
that 
service 
and 
designated 
by 
the 
treaty Itself as “ Plenipotentiaries.” 
The result of that conference of 
the victorious allies on the one 
hand, and the form of treaty which 
they handed to the Turkish repre­ 
sentatives on the other, was the 
famous “T reaty of Sevres,” laid 
before the representatives of tile 
Turkish Government on August IO, 
1920, and signed under protest by 
them. 
Its chief feature as relates 
to the subjects above discussed was 
as follows: 


A rticle 37: 
T he navigation of the S traits, 
including the D ardanelles, the Sea of M ar­ 
m ora and Bosporus, shall in fu tu re be open, 
both in peace and w ar, to every vessel of 
commerce or of w ar and to m ilitary and 
commercial a irc ra ft, w ithout distinction of 
flag. 
These w aters shall not be subject to 
blockade, nor shall any belligerent right be 
exercised nor any act of hostility be com­ 
m itted w ithin them , unless iin pursuance of 
a decision of the Council of the League of 
Nations. 
A rticle 
33: 
T he 
T urkish 
Governm ent 
recognizes th at it is necessary to take f u r ­ 
ther m easures to ensure the freedom 
of 
navigation provided fo r in A rticle 37, and 
accordingly delegates, so fa r as it is con­ 
cerned. to a Com m ission to be called tho 
"Commission of the S traits,” the control of 
the w aters specified in A rticle 39. 
A rticle 39: 
T he authority of the Com­ 
mission will extend to all the w aters be­ 
tween the M editerranean mouth of the D a r­ 
danelles and the Black Sea mouth of the 
Bosporus, and to the w aters w ithin three 
miles of each of these mouths. 
A rticle 40: 
T he Commission shall be com­ 
posed of representatives appointed respec­ 
tively by the U nited S tates of Am erica (if 
and when that G overnm ent is willing to p a r­ 
ticipate), the B ritish Em pire, France, Italy; 
Japan, R ussia (if and when Russia becomes 
a m ember of the League of N ations), Greece, 
Roum ania, and B ulgaria and T urkey (if and 
when the two latter States become m em ­ 
bers of the League of N ations). 
The treaty further outlined the 
area on either side of the great 


“every vessel of commerce or of 
war without distinction of flag,” 
and the area thus outlined has been 
officially shown on maps of that 
arca under the title of “Zone of 
the Straits.” 
U nder this treaty the 
Encyclopedia Britannica in its 1922 
edition says: 


“ T he S traits (D ardanelles and Bosporus) 
w ere throw n open to all navigation in peace 
or w ar w ithout distinction of tlag; blockade 
of these w aters was prohibited; an ‘In te r­ 
national Commission of the S traits’ was es­ 
tablished to control the waterway, and a de­ 
m ilitarized ‘Zone of tim S traits’ created to 
em brace adjoining coastal territo ry .” 


Treaty Not Officially Ratified 


This 
provision 
of 
the 
Sevres 
Treaty declaring specifically that 
“navigation of the Straits shall in 
future be open both in peace and 
war to every vessel of commerce or 
of w ar” was looked upon as likely 
to terminate the 467 years of T u rk ­ 
ish control of that great w ater­ 
way, and the provisions of the 
treaty for the freedom of com ­ 
merce of the Straits have since 
been put into operation by the 
Commission 
appointed 
for 
that 
purpose. 
Recent 
developments, 
however, have made it apparent 
that the question as to the ac­ 
ceptance 
by 
the 
T urks 
of 
the 
Sevres Treaty i3 still an open one. 
The Government of the Sultan at 
( ’onstantinople failed to ratify the 
cts of its Plenipotentiaries whose 
signatures were attached to the 
Treaty of Sevres, and the States­ 
m an’s Year-Book, an accepted au­ 
thority, states in its 1922 edition 
that “The Treaty of Sevres al­ 
though signed August IO, 1920, is 
not yet ratified by any of the 
parties.” 


Turkish Nationalist Govern­ 
ment 
T he 
great 
uncertainty, 
how ­ 
ever, which now prevails as to the 
permanence or otherwise of the 
freedom of commerce in the Straits 
as 
provided 
by 
the 
Treaty 
of 
Sevres is found in the prospective 
attitude of the political organiza­ 
tion established in 
1920 at A n­ 
gora, in Asia Minor, about 75 miles 
east of Constantinople, undoer the 
title of the “Turkish Nationalist 
Government,” representing a po­ 
litical faction of Turkey formerly 
known 
as 
the

party.

DECLINE IN EXPORTS 
GIVEN AS REASON FOR 
SLUMP IN ALL PRICES 


To a headlong decline in Ameri­ 
can exports since the war rural eco­ 
nomists of the Ohio State Univer­ 
sity attribute a large m easure of 
the American farmer’s present fin­ 
ancial embarrassment. 
in their latest information letter 
to 
county 
agricultural 
agents, 
these economists show that Ameri­ 
ca's balance of trade has declined 
from the phenomenal peak of four 
billon dollars, reached in 1919 
to 
a balance which they estimate will 
be only $370,000,000 at the end of 
the present year. Says R. F. Taber, 
the economist writing the report: 
As to farm products, our wheat 
exports this year have fallen off 
40 per cent. Everybody knows what 
happened to the wheat price last 
Hummer, Corn exports, on the other 
hand ,have increased 35 per cent. 
The strengthened domestic price Is 
probably reflected in this. 
‘ F irm exports, in general, are 
falling off faster than is our expert 
of manufactured goods. 
Around 
1850, 81 per cent of American ex­ 
ports were farm products. In 1920 
only 43 per cent of our total ex. 
ports were products of the fane. 
“America appears to be rapidly be­ 
coming an industrial nation con­ 
suming a relatively larger percent­ 
age of her agricultural products at 
borne and shipping manufactur'd 
goods abroad.

Lime is an essential ingredient 
in our soils and if it is lacking it 
m ust be supplied to get good re­ 
sults of clover and grain crops. 
Practically all soils 
in 
Greene 
County need fertilizer particularly 
phosphoric acid that goes to make 
up the grain in wheat, corn and 
other cereal crops. 
A comparison last summer 
be­ 
tw een w heat with no fertilizer and 
w heat with 200 lbs. acid phosphate 
showed th at the fertilizer gave a 7 
bushel increase in 
wheat 
yield. 
Seven bushels of 
wheat, 
worth 
more than seven dollars, from two 
dollars worth of acid 
phosphate. 
Quite a good return on money in­ 
vested. 
The common rotation in Greend 
County is corn, wheat and clover 
in succession. From the labor stand 
paint this rotation i3 very poor, be­ 
cause work is bunched at wheat 
cutting, corn plowing hay making 
tim e and again at corn cutting aud 
w heat seeding. 
Some farmers are varying this 
by sowing some oat* in place or so 
much wheat. This distributes 
the 
labor better. Still others are grow­ 
ing a held of soy beans which ara 
planted Inter than corn and come 
off in tim e to get the 
ground 
in 
wheat. Threshed 
out, soy 
berms 
take the place of tankage in fa?- 
tening hogs and prevent the pur­ 
chase of so much high priced feed 
for this purpose. 
Hogging off corn also prevents so 
much corn cutting, a feature of 
work on Greene County farms that 
has become too laborious. 
Barly 
corn can also be hogged off and the 
ground seeded into wheat for the 
following year. 
F arm ers should aim at a steady 
system that will not bunch up the 
w ork too much at any time and 
cause the employment of high pric­ 
ed day help which always increases 
the cost of production. The organi­ 
zation of the business on any farm 
is a personal problem with each 
farm er depending on his acreage, 
his cropping system and the amount 
of stock he keeps. 
At present prices, live stock and 
livestock products are m ore profit­ 
able than raising grain 
for 
tho 
m arket. T h is holds true with hogs, 
cream, poultry and eggs and beef 
cattle. Keeping livestock maker, thH 
farm profitable in winter as well as 
summer. 
Under present conditions of low 
grain priers it is often cheaper to 
buy grain than to produce it. Many 
fan n ers are doing this and have 
made money at it the 
past 
two 
years. 
With present labor costs 
high 
and with good yields posHible under 
the light of the knowledge of ex­ 
perim ent station and dem onstra­ 
tion data it seems reasonable fo” 
farm ers to cut their 
acreage 
of 
grain crops slightly, 
produce 
a 
little m ore p e r acre t»» compensate 
for the decreased acreage, pasture 
more ground, to plow under more 
legume crops to build up the soil 
and decrease the amount of hired 
labor in proportion. 
The labor situation 
will 
force 
some changes in this direction and 
it will be a wholesome 
thing 
for 
farm ers. Although farm prices are 
on a slightly better level tnan they 
were a year ago, the trend toward 
normalcy is slow and will likly ba 
f u r t h e r hindered 
by 
demoralized 
financial conditions in Europe. The 
ray of hope for the farm er is that 
the same laborers whom he cannot 
employ are finding profitable em ­ 
ployment in cities in factories, on 
public works ‘etc., and are cating 
more than they did when work was 
scarce. Increased 
consumption is 
•tin a long hard road for farmers 
ere to travel before their buying 
at power will be on 
the same level 
sftth their citv brothers.

An a v e r a g e of over IOO pints a 
piece for each food club member 
in the county, is the record for tho 
girls.
